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A Divided GHI Board Relents, Gives 
OK for Heat Conversion on Single Plants

Given the increasing prior¬ 
ity of conversion of the heating 
plants, the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc., Board of Directors took a 
new tack at its regular meet¬ 
ing last Thursday, April 24. 
Members on a single heating 
plant may now decide to con¬ 
vert to a new heating system 
on their own and expect to get 
support from the board. In 
addition, for those members 
who would need financing, 
some funds will be available 
from the Maryland Housing 
Rehabilitation Program (MH- 
RP). (The heating conversion 
is expected to be financed 
through city revenue bonds, 
but arrangements are still sev¬ 
eral months off.) 

Residents of one row of homes, 
A-H, in the 11 Court of Ridge 
Road received permission to be¬ 
gin immediately to convert their 
eight units to electric baseboard 
heat. The group has had its re¬ 
quest before the board for sev¬ 
eral months. Up to now both 
board and management had op¬ 
posed allowing further conver¬ 
sions until the membership vote, 
scheduled for May 28. The board 
is still deeply divided, but this 
time one member, Jim Smith, 
changed his vote from “no” to 
“yes.’' 

Smith argued that “GHI is in 
a different posture now. . ." He 
felt there is “an advantage to 
using individual conversion.” He 
agreed with Director Virginia 
Moryadas that “the board does 
have the authority to make the 
decision. We're in a permissive 
posture now. It makes more 
sense to have people (converting 
their heating plants) on their 
own." 

Director Wayne Williams found 
it hard to buy Smith's change of 
position, “If we, as a board, *,0 
ahead and make the decision 
now, after saying we need a 
membership vote—it's a joke!" A 
membership vote is still needed 
for a change in corporate policy, 
Smith explained, but the board 
can approve a special exception. 

MHRP 

Anxious to begin the conver¬ 
sion immediately, director Ed 
James was concerned about try¬ 
ing to start up a program with 
another governmental agency, 
MHRP, fearing delays similar to 
those experienced with HUD.

General manager Ken Kopstein 
felt that was unlikely. MHRP 
has offered funds for 25 to 50 
units as of July 1 and an addi¬ 
tional 100 to 150 units later. They 
do not have extensive rules and 
procedures as does HUD. Kop¬ 
stein felt the program could be 
initiated more quickly under this 
type of financing than with any 
other. Individuals would apply 
for up to $5,000 per unit from 
MHRP through the city’s loan 
processor. Because the conver¬ 
sion of the heating plant would 
not require all of the $5,000, other 
items, such as major appliances, 
could be included under the loan. 

Interest rates on MHRP loans 
would be 7 Mi to 9 M> percent, de¬ 
pending on the bond market at 
the time, but would be cheaper 
than city revenue bonds, accord¬ 
ing to Kopstein. While there is 
an upper income limit, he re¬ 
ported, “it is quite a bit more 
lenient than (similar) federal 
programs.” For example, the up¬ 
per limit for a one-person house¬ 
hold is now $21,000, with upward 
revision of the figures now un¬ 
derway. He said 80 to 90 percent 
of the members in GHI would 
fall within the limit, more than 
the number of loan units avail¬ 
able. A lottery might be neces¬ 
sary. 

The Vote 

A final effort to head off ap 
proval of using MHRP before 
members vote on heating conver¬ 
sion fell on a 5 to 4 vote. The 
next vote, approving the original 
motion offered by Smith, followed 
with the same line-up. Those fa- 
voring membership vote before 
conversion of any more heating 
plants were: James, Williams, 
Bobbi McCarthy, and Jim Foster. 
These who favored immediate 
conversions (requiring board ap¬ 
proval, but not membership ap¬ 
proval) were Smith, Moryadas, 
Don Volk, Norm Weyel, and Mar¬ 
garet Hogensen,

2nd Solar Project 

Solar panels for hot water only 
will be installed on the 
roof of one row of homes in the 
14 court of Ridge Road. GHI 
members and the entire commun¬ 
ity are invited to ribbon cutting 
ceremonies on Friday, May 2 at 
1 p.m. 

Funding for the project comes 
partly from a grant from the De¬ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development. This is GHI's sec¬ 
ond solar experiment; the first is 
in the 2 court of Southway in 
which GHI worked with NASA to 
install the collectors. 

The new collectors are Sunbolt 
flat plate solar units and are sim¬ 
ilar to the Southway collectors. 
Construction of the system is 
expected to be completed by Au¬ 
gust 1. GHI’s two solar experi¬ 
ments enable the cooperative to 
serve as a model for other com¬ 
munities, especially those with 
multi-family housing, who are in¬ 
terested in the new technology.

Townhouse Rezoning Asked 
For Smith-Ewing Property

According to George Brugger, attorney for owners Alfred 
H. Smith and Frank M. Ewing, rezoning the remaining Smith- 
Ewing property in the Greenbriar Triangle R-T (townhouse - 
up to 10 units an acre) would be “a positive benefit to the area. 
During March a petition was filed to rezone those 24 1/3 acres 
R-T from the present R-55 (single family - average 4.6 units 


per acre) zone. 

The property lies adjacent to 
Eleanor Roosevelt Senior High 
School (ERHS) and East of Man- 
dan Road. To the north is unde¬ 
veloped city land (park). Nearby 
developments consist of the Glen 
Oaks rental apartments and 
Greenbriar condominium apart¬ 
ments. Across Greenbelt Road, 
the townhouse community of 
Windsor Green is being built. 

The applicants feel townhouse 
construction is the most logical 
use for the property. The reas¬ 
ons the applicants give for town- 
house development include the 
tract's location near the high 
school; Greenbriar, Glen Oaks and 
Windsor Green developments; and 
heavily travelled Greenbelt Road. 
In the rezoning application they 
state “the intensity and magni¬ 
tude of surrounding developments 
strongly mitigates against devel¬ 
opment of a small isolated enclave 
of single family homes in this lo¬ 
cation." 

The applicants feel that only 
minor changes would result in 
changing the zone to R-T from R- 
55. The number of extra dwelling 
units built would be “a relatively 
-mail amount" above the number 
permitted under the present zon¬ 
ing, they claim. In their opinion, 
the change would “have no detri¬ 
mental impact on the school sys¬ 
tem because the additional units 
would be townhouses which tend 
to generate a smaller yield per 
unit than do single-family homes." 
In addition, the owners feel that 
because of the compact nature of 
R-T development the burden on 
fire and police services would be 
lesc. As far as the effect on the 
road system, the applicants find 
them “fully adequate to handle 
the relatively small amount of 
traffic which might be caused by 
the zoning change." The appli¬ 
cants note plans for future im¬ 
provements to the Kenilworth 
Greehbelt Road intersection, ‘the 
only intersection generally con¬ 
sidered to have significant con¬ 
gestion problems in the area of 
the subject property." However, 
they anticipate that traffic would 
probably use the Baltimore-Wash¬ 


ington Parkway, the Beltway, 
Mandan Road and Hanover Park¬ 
way more often. 

Originally the property was 
comprehensively zoned R-R (rur¬ 
al-residential). During the 1960’s 
scattered single-family homes 
were built on the mostly vacant 
and wooded land. However, the 
applicants note later that R-18 
(garden apartments - 20 units per 
acre), R-30 (garden apartments - 
14 units per acre), R-T and com¬ 
mercial rezoning and development 
occurred in the area. Nearby 
reads such as the Beltway have 
been built or rebuilt such as 
Greenbelt Road and the Balti¬ 
more-Wash ington Parkway. ER¬ 
HS has been constructed and God¬ 
dard Space Flight Center expan¬ 
ded. In the application, attention 
was also called to the construc¬ 
tion of Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter and the 16-story Maryland 
Trade Center office building. “It is 
readily apparent that there has 
been a substantial change in the 
character of the neighborhood 
which would justify a change in 
zoning to a more intense zone for 
the subject property," feel the 
owners.

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"It Can Happen" 

To the Editor: 

Last week my girlfriend was 
raped. She had left for work at 
her usual time in the morning but 
noticed she was nearly out of gas. 
Maybe she could make it. On her 
way home that evening she hoped 
she would make it to her usual 
station. This had happened be¬ 
fore, But she had pressed her 
luck a little too far this time. 

She ran out of gas on the Belt- 
way. She waited for a while, a 
very short while, for a policeman, 
just as we’ve all been told to do. 
But a friendly man stopped and 
offered his assistance. My girl¬ 
friend is a very intelligent, mod¬ 
ern lady. She has probably read 
more literature on our modern 
social problems than most of us. 
And she was aware of the prob¬ 
abilities of being a victim in a 
difficult, unpleasant, possibly 
dangerous circumstance. But she 
did (and remarkably 'till does) 
love life and society; and, basic¬ 
ally, she trusts people. 

She accepted the ride to a gas 
station. After all, it was still day¬ 
light. She bought a gallon of gas. 
She and her escort started the 
return trip to her car. But she 
never made it back to her car. 
She was assaulted while in her 
escort's car. Later, the police 
said the man had been previously 
accused of rape but had never 
been convicted. However, with 
the information my girlfriend 
gave them, the police were antic¬ 
ipating a strong conviction, one 
that would take this man off the 
streets. . . . 

But she is very angry now, an ¬ 
gry because she feels afraid to 
accept assistance from another 
human being; she feels inhibited 
from taking a solitary walk at 
night; enjoying a night down¬ 
town with women friends; afraid 
to accept a genuinely friendly of¬ 
fer for a last cup of coffee before 
the sunrise ends a fun night out. 
She prays she will not allow her 
self to become “paranoid/* mis¬ 
trusting and misjudging every¬ 
one; but she feels she may never 
be as carefree as we who know' 
her love so much. 

She has called many of her 
friends and relatives, warning us 
be aware—not to frighten us— 
but to help us remember it can 
happen. And she asked that we 
remind others whom we know 
and care for. So from my friend: 
Take care.

Greenbelt will be receiving an 
additional $14,760 annually under 
a new state aid for police pro¬ 
tection formula co-sponsored by 
state Senator Edward T. Conroy 
(Dem-P.G. Co.). The bill passed 
both the Senate and the House. 

Prince Georges County will re¬ 
ceive an additional $820,015 in 
total aid, with $81,590 being dis¬ 
tributed to 22 qualifying munici¬ 
palities.

“Greenbelt’s police force is well 
deserving of additional state aid,” 
said Conroy. “Greenbelt has 
maintained an exceptionally low 
crime rate for an urbanizing 
area. On a state level, we have 
an obligation to do all we can to 
see that Greenbelt receives the 
fiscal support it needs to main¬ 
tain its fine record.”

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Council Receives Reports 
From Its Planning Board

The Advisory Planning Board 
(APB) has submitted three re¬ 
ports to council. These reports 
considered site plans for the Gol¬ 
den Triangle and the rezoning 
petition for 24% acres of Smith- 
Ewing property near Eleanor 
Roosevelt Senior High School. 

APB recommended that the re¬ 
quest to rezone the Smith-Ewing 
property from R-55 (single family 
detached) to R-T (townhouse) be 
denied. “A demonstrated histori¬ 
cal and current demand for sin¬ 
gle family homes exists in Green- 
belt,” according to the report. 
Furthermore, APB found no fault 
in the Master Plan designation 
of R-55 for the property. (See 
story on front page.) 

On another matter, APB rec¬ 
ommended approval of the site 
plan for a five-story 62,000 square 
foot office building on the Golden 
Triangle. Located on the corner 
of Greenbelt Road and Walker 
Drive the building will be head¬ 
quarters for the Kenneth H. Mi¬ 
chael Companies. 

The APB recommendation for 
approval is subject to the re¬ 
moval of a driveway entrance 
onto Greenbelt Road from the 
property and extra evergreen 
plantings along Greenbelt Road 
and Walker Drive to help screen 
the parking lots. Further, APB 
advised that there be a coordi¬ 
nated architectural theme for the 
Golden Triangle. 

Council will consider these re¬ 
ports next Monday. The subject 
of the final APB report has al¬ 
ready been considered by coun¬ 
cil. That is the site plan for the 
PEPCO substation on the Golden 
Triangle. 

In its report, APB recommend¬ 
ed that the site plan be approved. 
It added that the building be co¬ 
ordinated in style with other Tri¬ 
angle buildings. Also APB did 
not fee! that doors, windows and 
lights were necessary, but that 
the building should be screened 
rrom Greenbelt Road. 

However, council prefers that 
doors, windows and lights be pro- 
v ided for the building along with 
additional screening. At its April 
21 session, council moved to send 
another letter to PEPCO about 
the substation. Except for the 
reference to doors, windows and

Policy Changed At 
P.G. Animal Shelter

"Ahhh, it’s a dog’s life,” you 
say. But in this case, it's a dog's 
death. 

On April 8, area resident Carl 
Arcaro turned in a lost dog to the 
Prince Georges County animal 
control facility in Forestville. 
When he was turning the dog 
over to authorities there, he saw 
a poster with a picture of a dog 
that was very similar to the stray 
he was turning in. 

Arcaro called Sam Abutaleb, a 
student at the University of 
Maryland, the name listed on the 
poster. When Abutaleb called the 
shelter, immediately after receiv¬ 
ing Arcaro’s call, he was told that 
the animal was already dead. 

He rushed to the center, arriv¬ 
ing ten minutes before the 4 p.m, 
closing time. "They (the employ¬ 
ees) thought it was a joke. They 
weren’t going to let me in, so 
I left.” 

Abutaleb then contacted a 
friend, former Greenbelt City 
Council member Elizabeth Maf- 
fay. She called Daniel Yeeles, 
head of the animal control cen¬ 
ter, who said that he would try 
to isolate the dog. Yeeles later 
denied saying this. 

The next day, Abutaleb went to 
the center, where he was given 
a mask and a pair of gloves and 
taken to the freezer where the 
dead animals were kept. At first, 
Abutaleb couldn’t bear going 
through all the carcasses, but he 
returned and spent an hour and 
a half looking unsuccessfully 
through fifteen barrels of dead 
animals for his beloved Chico. 

As a result of this incident, 
William Gullet, director of the 
county’s Department of Licenses 
and Permits, has ordered the 
shelter to hold all dogs for at 
least three days unless the per¬ 
son bringing the dog in can pro¬ 
duce tags or papers proving own¬ 
ership. Previous shelter policy 
regarding ownership had been 
that anyone possessing the ani¬ 
mal for 72 hours was the owner. 
Dogs brought in by owners could 
be destroyed immediately; strays 
were held at least 72 hours. 

Gullett called the incident "un¬ 
fortunate,” and said that he 
would take appropriate person¬ 
nel actions. In addition, the cen¬ 
ter is being sued by the Bow;e 
chapter of the Society for Pre¬ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, 
because of alleged conditions at 
the center.

The board unanimously ap¬ 
proved the low bid of Terminix 
International, Inc., to treat the 
318 brick homes for termites.

PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS, The Maryland Association 
for Retarded Citizens has designated SUN¬ 
DAY, MAY 4, 1980, as the annual 


RIDE A BIKE FOR THE RETARDED DAY 

with Sunday, May 18, being set aside as the raindate; and 

WHEREAS The Prince George’s County Association for Re¬ 
tarded Citizens is coordinating this fund raising event with the 
local communities in order to assure maximum participation, and 
the Greenbeit Recreation Department is cosponsoring this event 
for our citizens and the surrounding areas; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the assistance given by the Recrea¬ 
tion Department, the City Council is again participating actively 
in this Bikathon and is publicly endorsing the “Ride A Bike for 
the Retarded” so as to create public awareness of the needs and 
problems faced by the mentally retarded and their families; and 

WHEREAS, The Declaration on the Rights of the Mentally 
Retarded Persons, as adopted by The United Nations General 
Assembly in 1971, states that “the mentally retarded person has, 
to the maximum degree of feasibility, the same rights as other 
human beings”; and 

WHEREAS, these rights include - but are not limited to - the 
right to proper medical care and physical therapy, education, train¬ 
ing and rehabilitation; the right to perform productive work to 
the fullest extent of his or her capabilities; the right to economic 
security and a decent standard of living; and the right to protection 
from exploitation, abuse, and degrading treatment; and 

WHEREAS, to assure these rights, the involvement of the com¬ 
munity as well as the individual is required and, in many instances, 
the necessary funds have to be raised to provide these programs 
and to protect the personal well-being and interest of our retarded 
citizens; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I. Gil Weidenfeld, Mayor of the City of 
Greenbeit, Maryland, by authority vested in me by the Council and 
the citizens of Greenbeit, do hereby issue this Proclamation to 
declare Sunday, May 4, 1980 - or, in the case of rain Sunday, May 
18 1980, as

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have 
hereunto set my hand this 1st day 
of May, 1980, and have caused the 
Seal of the City of Greenbeit, 
Maryland, to be affixed hereto.

Council Explores Recreation 
Dept. Budget at Work Session 

by Hally Ahearn 

The typewriter held together by “spit and American in¬ 
genuity,” the truck that “went kaput,” and the tables and chairs 
that have been around “since before the Youth Center was 
built” are some of the items that probably will be replaced in 
FY1980-81 by the Recreation Department. And Mayor Pro¬ 
tein Richard Pilski is delighted that revenue-sharing funds will 
provide tor the purchase of a special ballpark maintenance trac¬ 
tor. But Recreation Department Head Hank Irving’s request 
for a professional program assistant has not been included in 
the department’s budget. 


In a work session Monday 
night with City Manager James 
K. Giese, City Council, Hank Ir¬ 
ving. and George Smith, head of 
the Department of Public Works, 
Giese proclaimed that the 1980-81 
Recreation Department budget 
“reflects trying to fund the ex¬ 
isting level, with some capital 
expenditures. There are no 
changes in personnel proposed.” 

The position Irving did not get 
was for a person to teach and 
coordinate arts, crafts, and crea¬ 
tive arts programs, and to ex¬ 
pand these programs, perhaps in 
cooperation with other recreation 
departments. Councilman Rich¬ 
ard Castaldi predicts “more ac¬ 
tivities and usage coming into 
recreation programs” as family 
finances tighten under the cur¬ 
rent recession. The city manag¬ 
er’s budgetary policy, however, 
reflects the same concern for 
tightening finances. “If I hadn’t 
taken the position that I was not 
going to fund anything new, I 
would have considered it,” he 
said of the proposed position. 

Ron Ott, chairman of the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
<PRAB), reported PRAB’s ap¬ 
proval of a hold-the-line budget, 
adding that, as always, the board 
would like to push for more park 
maintenance. In response, Smith 
reported his staff has a contin¬ 
uing program of erosion control. 
The new bridge at the east end 
of the lake is designed and will 
be built this year. In addition, 
he confirmed, work contin¬ 
ues on water drainage problems 
in the park. The lake path sur¬ 
face has been improved and ero¬ 
sion is being stabilized in tha 
area. 

Band Stand 

Money to replace the park 
bandstand was not set aside in 
the capital expenditures budget 
because the extent of its deteri¬ 
oration was not known when the 
budget was prepared. The band¬ 
stand, constructed by Buddy At- 
tick from old beams from the 
old public works building, is rot¬ 
ting from the inside and will have 
to be completely replaced. The 
city is looking into replacement 
possibilities before the outdoor 
concert series gets into full swing. 

Other projects slated for the 
coming year are resurfacing of 
the Braden Field tennis courts, 
construction of a new playground 
on Gardenway to replace the one 
lost to construction of Green 
Ridge House, installation of car¬ 
peting in the Youth Center and 
other maintenance projects in the 
YC and SHL Center neglected for 
the Police Department renova¬ 
tion, and possible installation of 
air conditioning in the SHL 
Clubhouse. 

The Recreation Department 
also hopes to purchase new skates 
for its roller skating program 
from funds generated by the 
program. The program “had a 
very good year,” said Assistant 
Recreation Director Harry 
James. Castaldi reflected that 
roller skating was a “very popu-

lar program” when he was grow¬ 
ing up in Greenbelt. 

And Irving reported that de¬ 
spite the firing of two of the 
sandblasting subcontractors, he 
is predicting that the pool will 
open on time, with all refurbish¬ 
ing completed.
